EDITORIAL COMMENT 
OUR FRONTISPIECE 


FREDERICK MORGAN CRUNDEN 
By William E. Foster 

Frederick Morgan Crunden was born 
at Gravesend, in England, September 1, 
1847, and died in St. Louis, Missouri, 
October 28, 1911. 

He was one of a notable group of men 
who, when the founders of the American 
Library Association were passing off the 
stage, took the torch from their hands and 
carried it forward with vigor and effective- 
ness. 

From 1877, when he first took charge of 
the library at St. Louis which, by his skill 
and devotion, was developed into the present 
influential St. Louis Public Library, up 
to his death, in 1911, was a period of thirty- 
four years, crowded, except for the last 
few years of extreme disability, with effec- 
tive accomplishment, not merely for the 
local library, but for the wider field outside 
of his own city. 
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Although born in England, Mr. Crunden 
was brought to this country as an infant, 
and few men have been more thoroughly 
American in thought, word, and deed 
then he. He was educated in the schools 
of St. Louis, and also in Washington Univer- 
sity at St. Louis, graduating there in 1868. 

The local library with which he connected 
himself in 1877, as secretary and librarian, 
was then known as the ‘St. Louis Public 
School Library,” a small collection of books, 
with important limitations on its use. To 
the end of his life he retained connection 
with it, but he lived to see it, under the name 
of the “St. Louis Public Library,” become 
completely free, and increase to a collection 
of more than 350,000 volumes, with wide 
and varied activities, outgrowing first one 
building and then another, and becoming 
a potent force in the community. 

At the same time that Mr. Crunden was 
thus developing his local field of service, 
he was becoming a well-known and influen- 
tial figure in the wider library field through- 
out the country. He served as president 
of the A. L. A. in 1890; he was an active 
member of the A. L. A. Council from the 
first; and performed a generous and effec- 
tive share of committee work throughout 
his life. Few librarians have been so 
active and so effective with pen and with 
voice as was Mr. Crunden, as may be seen 
from the admirable ‘Memorial Bibliography”’ 
prepared by his successor, Mr. Bostwick. 
From 1886 to 1906, there was but one year, 
(1895) in which he was not represented 
by at least one contribution to the dis- 
cussion of library subjects. He always 
exerted a strong influence, by reason of 
his deep sincerity, his untiring devotion, 
and his exceptional capacity for friendship. 
It was a source of the deepest sorrow to 
his friends, who were legion, that, having 
worn himself out in the service of his library, 
his last years were years of great weakness 
and suffering. Well has one of his friends, 
Mr. Dewey, remarked (speaking of Mr. 
Carnegie’s gift to the library, and Mr. 
Crunden’s service): ‘One gave a million 
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dollars, the other gave his life.” The 
library profession throughout the country 
may well cherish the memory of so notable 
a worker in its ranks.

The index makes a pamphlet of forty-nine pages, 
and, curiously, no volume numbers are used in it. 
Each reference has year and inclusive pages in that 
year. No one but a musician would ever have con- 
ceived of an index without reference to volume. 


North Carolina Historical Review, which was free 
to library subscribers in 1924 (vol. 1), will charge 
institutions for vol. 2 and following, unless a volume 
for volume exchange service is agreed upon. 


Southwest Review starts its career with volume 10, 
no. 1, October, 1924, having been taken over by the 
Southern Methodist University from the University 
of Texas, where it was founded as the Texas Review 
in 1915. Nine volumes were published from Austin. 
The new review will continue to be a quarterly. 
$2.00 a year. It has as sub-title, “A Magazine of 
Discussion,” and is edited by Jay B. Hubbell. 


State Service Magazine has suspended with March, 
1924, and the publisher, in November, says he will 
get out two more issues. After that — he does not 
know — yet. 


Testing issued four numbers, January to April, 
1924, and then went to sleep.

This is the fourth volume in the ‘‘Classics of Ameri- 
can Librarianship” series, edited by Dr. A. E. Bost- 
wick. Many articles are here gathered together 
whose authors have been the foremost in the history 
of library development. It is good thus to have 
such a symposium, wherein Cutter, Winsor, Poole, 
Fletcher, Crunden, Brett, Billings, Spofford, Legler, 
Isom again speak to us. Many others, still with 
us and active, are also quoted. The compiler’s 
aim has been to choose the typical and definite 
methods of organization, rather than the erratic 
forms.

Though 
titled a Manhattan Christmas story, we find a chap- 
ter on New Year’s Eve in Maine, and then St. 
Valentine’s day and Washington’s birthday are 
enjoyed in New York, with the indoor circus at 
Madison Square Garden and the Hippodrome 
performance. Woven into the whole book is a 
background of the Public Library, on Bryant Park, 
and of children’s famous books.

SCHNEIDER, JOSEPH. Library Science. This 
manual is a guide to the organization of small libraries, 
It contains a six-weeks library course as given by 
the authors at the Catholic University of America, 
of which he is librarian. These are the headings 
under which a good elementary, or student, know- 
ledge of books and libraries may be had: Bonks, 
Order department, Loan department, Accession 
record, Shelf list, Cataloging, Classification, Bibolig- 
raphy. There is a list of the principal reference 
books, a chapter on Printing and its history, and a 
list of Pseudonyms, and of bibliographical and 
typographical terms.

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SEWARD, WILLIAM F., editor-in-chief. Bingham- 
ton and Broome County, New York. This exhaus- 
tive three-volume work covers the history of Bing- 
hamton from its settlement as a village down to the 
present time. It has many illustrations, of scenes 
and of people. The various chapters cover every 

hase of the city and county growth, each article 
= someone specially fitted to cover the ground 
thoroughly. The pioneers, the railroads, the village- 
to-city transition, agriculture, educational growth, 
churches, bench and bar, medicine, libraries, frater- 
nal organizations and societies, banks. The Civil, 
Spanish, and World War records are given. The 
whole of volume -three, nearly four hundred pages, 
is given up to biographical notes of Broome county 
citizens, with many full-page portraits and an index 
for ready reference. There is an old saying that if 
you want something done well, pick for the task 
the busiest person in that field, and he will find time 
to do the task well. Mr. Seward, Binghamton’s 
busy librarian, ex-president of the New York Library 
Association, formerly a newspaper editor, but since 
1904 city librarian, has, in editing and co-ordinating 
this history of his city and county, accomplished 
a task which must have taken years of painstaking 
work, and Binghamton may well be proud of its 
historian.

WEITENKAMPF, F. American Graphic Art. Mr. 
Weitenkampf is curator of prints, New York Public 
Library, and is probably the best fitted person to 
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write of American graphic art. In 1912 he pub- 
lished the first edition of this work, but it has coo 
so largely changed and rewritten that we may call 
this second edition virtually a new book. The 
author traces the graphic art from the earliest 
products down to the most recent efforts at origina] 
expression. The chapters cover Etching, early 
attempts and the present revival; Engraving in the 
eighteenth and nineteenth centuries; Mezzotint; 
Aquatint; Wood engraving; Painter-wood engrav- 
ing; Lithography; Graphic art from business card 
to poster; Caricature; Comic papers; Bookplates. 
There are many illustrations, excellently done.
